1597. anent the Kirk,and ſpecially parſons 
andprelates , repreſenting the third Eſtate, andthe 2,A@, Part.18.K, 
Ja. 6, 1606, anent the reſtitution of rhe eſtate of Biſhops, and 
their repreſenting the third ,Efrare , with all Acts and conſticu- 
tions of convention,Councell,or Sefſion,andall praftiſes and cuſtomes 
whatſocver , inſo farasthe ſame or any clauſe thereof, tends or may 
be extended to the effe& forelaid, as being found and declared preju- 
diciall to the Libertie of this Kirkand Kingdome, and to the puritie of 
the true reformed Religion therein eſtabliſhed, And prohibites all 
perſons whatſoever , to callin queltionthe authoricie of this preſent 
Parliament,upon whatſoever prerext,under the pain of treaſon,

tees for Arcicles, and whenthey reſolve to 
chooſe,anentthe manner of ele&ion of them, 
and ancnt their uſe and power : By reaſon 
the {amine 1s not yet determined nor ſer 
down by any Ads of former Parliaments; For removing whereof,and 
avoyding the great prejudice which by experience they tind will here- 
by redound tothis Kingdome, and to the libertie,freedomeand dignity 
of the ſupreme Courts of parliament , They hayethought it neceſlar 
that an ſolMPrder be ſet down, aſwell declaring the Liberty of the 
Parliament,In the manner of their proccedings by themſelves alone, or 
by Committees for Articles, as preſcribing the forme and manner of 
the elefion of theſe Committees for Articles, and defining their uſe, 
power,and manner of proceeding tobe obſervedinall times coming, 
AND THEREFORE haveſtatute and declared, That accord-

The ſaids Eſtates having 

received any propolitions ( which areever firſt to bee prefented to 

themſelves ) by an AR, ſhall authorizetheſaids perſons with power to 

treat,reaſon,and conſult uponthe expedicncie or inexpediencie of ſuch 

Articles allanerlie as ſhalbe committed and recommended unto them 

by the Eſtates, and to [et down fuch reaſons and motives as they can 

deviſe, whereby to inforce either the paſſing or rejc&ing of the ſamine 
in Parliament, To bereported withthe {aids Articles, to theremanenr 
of the {aids Eſtates aſſembled in Parliament , that they may delibcrat 
and adviſe thereupon, and that after diſeuſling of the reaſons given in 
either for,or againſt the ſamine, Theſaids Eſtates may ordain ſuch of 
the ſaids Articles as they finde to deſerve conſideration to bee formed 
and paſt as Articles to bee yvoyced in plain Parliament. And incaſe it 
{hall happen them to omit or forget to make report to the Eſtates, as 
{aid is,of any of the ſaids Articles,with their reaſons for,or againſt the 
ſame, It ſhalbe lawful inthat caſe to the ingivers of the aids Articles, 
to propone the ſamineagain in plain Parliament , that they may there 
bedeterminedand decyded, And farther, to the effe& that the ſaids 
Eſtates may be in readines to receive all articles which ſhalbe given in 
and preſented to the Parliament, and either to give an{wer thereunto 
themſclves,if they ſhall think it expedient,or otherwiſe to recommend 
theſameto theſaid Committee, to bee digeſted by them, 8 report itz 
as ſaidis, 1T isthought fir and declared , That the reſt of the E- 
ſtates; by and beſidetheſe of the {everall Committees to the Articles, 
ſhalbe holden continually to fir for receiving, advyling, and diſcul- 
ſing of all Articles, Propoſitions, Overtours, and Matters ſhall be 
preſented to them from the beginning of the Parliament to the clo- 
ſure thereof. And ſuch like, after all the ſaids Articles are paſt and 
difcuſt by the ſaids Eſtates, in manner foreſaid , That they ſhall 
take ſuch a competent time as they lhall thinke requiee, accord.

AF anent the ratification of the Affs 
of the Aſſembly. 


- HE Eſtates of Parliament preſently conveened 
ma by His Majeſtics ſpeciallauthoritie, Ratifies,ap. 
WA \ proves, and perpetually confirmes the Act of the 
E* Generall Afſemblie holden at Earnbureh in the 
FL moneth of Angulſt laſt by-paſt, made upon the ſe- 
venteenth day of the ſaid moneth , and in the 
eight Scffion of the ſaid Aſſembly , intituled, 
Anent the fix cauſes of our bygoneecvils; Where- 
of the tenour followes : THE Kings Majeſtic having graciouſly 
declared, That it is His Royall will and pleaſure, that all queſtions 
abour Religion,and matters Eccleſiaſticall, be determined by Aflem- 
blies of the Kirk, having alſo by publick Proclamation indicted this 
Free National Ailembly,for ſerling the preſent diſtraQions of this Kirk; 
and for eſtabliſhing of a pertc& peace, againſt ſuch divifions and diſ- 
orders,as have teen ſore diſpleaſing to His Majcſtie,and grievous to all 
his good Subjc&ts. And now His Majeſties Commifhoner, Johr Erle 
of Traqubair, in{trufted andauthor ized with a full Commilsion, being 
preſcar and fitting inthis alembly, now fully conveened and order] 
conſtituteinall the members thereof : according tothe Order of this 
Kirk; having at large declared His Majeſtics zeal tothe reformed Re- 
ligion,and His Royall care and tender aftc&ionto this Kirk, where His 
Majcſtic had both His Birth and Baptiſme; His great difpleaſureart the 
manifold diſtraRions and diviſions of this Kirkand Kingdome,and His 
deſires to haveall our wounds perfectly cured with a faire and father- 
ly hand; And alchough 1n the way approven by this Kirk; tryall hath 
been rakeninformer Aflemblies before, from the Kirk Regiſters, to 
our full fatisfaRion, yet the Commilsioners Grace making particu- 
lar inquirie fromthe members ofthe Afſembly,now ſolemaly convee- 
ned,concerning the reall and true cauſes of ſo many and great evills; 
atthisrime paſt, had ſo ſore troubled the peace of this Kirk and King- 
dome, I T was repreſented to His Majeſties Commitlsioner, by this 
Aſſembly, that,beſide many other,the main and moſt mareriall cauſes 
were firſt the preſsing of this Kirk by the prelats, with a Service- book 
or book of Common- prayer, without warrant or direfion from the 
Kirk,and conteining , beſide the popiſh frame thereof , divers popiſh 
errours and ceremonies,and the ſeeds of manifold and grofle ſuperſti- 
tions and idolatrie; Wirth a book of Canons, without warrant or dire- 
ion from the Generall Aſſembly,eſtabliſhing atyrannicall power 0- 
verthe Kirk,in the perſons of the Biſhops,and overthrowing the whole 
Diſcipline and Government of the Kirk by Aﬀſemblies ; With a book. 
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of Conſecration and Ordination, without warrant of authoritie Ciyill 
or Ecclefiaſticall;appointing Offices inthe Houſe of God, which are 
not warranted by the word of God, and repugnant to the Diſcipline 
and Ads of our Kirk; and with the High Commilſsion, ercted without 
the conſent of this Kirk, ſubverting thejuriſdidtion and ordinaric Juci- 
catories ofthis Kirk,andgiving to perſons meerly Ecclefiaſticall , the 
power of both ſwords, and to perſons meerly civill, the power of the 
keyesand Kirk cenſures. A ſecond caule was the Arcacles of Perth vix, 
the obſervation of Feſtivall dayes, kneclingat the Communion, Con- 
firmation, adminiſtration of the Sacraments in privat places, which 
werebrought in by anull Aſſembly, and arecontrary to the Confeſh- 
on of Faith, as it was meant andſubſcribed, Anne 1580. and diverſe 
times {ince, and tothe order and conſtitution of this Kirk, Thirdly, 
the change of the Government of the Kirk,from the Aſſemblies of the 
Kirk,to the perſons of ſome Kirkmen,uſurping prioritie and power 0- 
ver their Brethren, by the way, and under the name of Epiſcopall Go- 
vernment, againft the Confeſſion of Faith, r5 80. againſt the order ſer 
down inthe book of policie , and againſtthe intention and conſtituri- 
ons of this Kirk from the beginning. Fourthly, thecivill places and 
power of Kirkmen,their fitting in Seſſion, Councell, and Exchequer, 
their ryding,fitting,and voycing in Parliament, and their fitting inthe 
Bench as Juſtices of peace, .which according to the Conſtitutions of 
this Kirk,are incompatible withtheir ſpirituall funtion, lift them up 
above their Brethren in worldly pomp, and doetend to the hinderance 
of the Miniſterie. Fiftly,the keeping and authorizing corrupt Ailem- 
blies at Linhithgow 1606,1608, at Glaſgow, 1610,at Aberdene 1616, 
at S,Anadrewes 1617, at Pearth 1618, which are null and unlawfull, 
as being calledand conſtitute, quyte contrare tothe order and conſti- 
tutions of this Kirk, received and praQtiſed ever fince the Reformation 
of Religion, and withall labouring to introduce Novations into this 
Kirk,againſt the Order and Religion eſtabliſhed. A fixt cauſe is, the 
want of lawfull and Free Generall Aſſemblies , rightly conſtiture of 
Paſtours, DoRours,and Elders,yearely.or oftner,pro re nata, accord- 
ing to the Liberty of this Kirk, expreſſed in the book of policie, and 
acknowledged in the At of Parliament 15 92. after which, the whole 
Aſſembly.,in one heart and voyce,did declare,that theſe and ſuch other, 
proceeding from the neglect and breach of the Nationall Covenant of 
this Kirk 8 Kingdome,made azz 1580, have been indeed the true & 
main cauſes of all our evils and diſtractions, A N Dtherefore ordain, 
according to the Conſtitutions of the Generall aflemblies of this Kirk, 
and upon the grounds reſpe&ive above-ſpecified, That the foreſaid 
Service-book, books of Canons, and Ordination, andthe High Com- 
miſſion, be ſtill rejected, that the articles of Pearth be no more practi- 
{ed,that Epiſcopall government, the civill places and power of Kirk- 
men, bee holden ſtill as unlawfull in this Kirk , that the above. named 
pretended aſſemblies at £:inl:thgow 1606, 1608, at Glaſgow 1610,at 
Aberdene 1616, at S,Andrewes 1617, at Pearth 1618, be hereafter ac- 
. counted as null, and ofnone effect ; and that for preſervation of Reli-

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gion,and preventing all ſuch evils in time comming, Generall Aſſent 
blies rightly conſtiruce, as the proper and competent Judge of all mat- 
ters Ecclefiaſticall, hereafter be keeped yearely,and oftner prore nata, 
as oceafion and ncccflitie ſhall require (The neceſſitic of theſe occaſio- 
nall Aſſemblies being firſt remonſtrate to His Majeſticby humble ſup- 
plication) Asalſothat Kirk Seffions, Fresbyterics,and Synodal Afſem- 
blies,be conſtitute and obſerved according tothe Order of this, Kirk ; 
Which AQ, withall and ſnndrie the particular heads, clauſes; and ar- 
ticles therein conteined; The Eſtatesnow conveened by His Majeſties 
indition,warrant and authoritic forc{aid,Ratifies, approves, and con- 
firmes in all points,in manner as the ſame proports; And gives thereun- 
to theſtrength of an Law &AG of Parliament,and ordaines execution 
to paile thereupon as cffeirs; And reſcindes Caſles, and annulls all Ats 
and decreets of Parliament and Councel! formerly made,contrair and 
in prejudice of the ſaid AR,or any partthereof,

and Kingdome, be joyned in one and theſame Confeſsion and Cove- 
nant with God, with the Kings Majeſtie, and amongſt our ſelves; and 
conceiving the mai lettand impedimentto this ſogoad a work,and {o 
much wiſhed by all,to have been the Informations madeto his Majeſty 
of out Intentionsto ſhake off civilland duetifull obedience due to So- 
veraignity,and to diminiſhthe Kings greatnes and authoritie,and being 
moſt willing & defirous ro removethis & all ſuch impediments which 
may hinder and impede ſo full and perf<& an Union, and for clearing

Together, with our reſolution and promiſes for the cauſes after ſpecified, 
To maintaine the ſaid true Religion, and the Kings Majeſtie, according 
tothe Confeſsion foreſaid,and Acts of Parliament. And now, npoy the 
Supplication ef the Generall Aſſembly to his Majeſtics high Commiſs1- 
oner,and the Lords ef his Majeſties honourable Privy Conncell, ſubſcri-

The other cauſe was, for maintaining 
the Kings Majeſtic, his Perſon, and Eſtate : thetrue worſhip of GOD, 
and the Kings authority being ſoſtraitly joyped ,, 'as that they had the 
ſame Friends, and commoun enemies, and did {rand and fall togetner, 
And finally,being covinced in our minds,8confeſsing with ourmouths 
that the preſent and ſucceeding geherations in this Land, are bound to 
keep the foreſaid Nationall Ofgth and SubſWption inviolable , Wee 
Noblemen, Barons, Gentlemen, Burgeſſes, Miniſters, avd Commons 
under- ſcribing,conſidering diverstimes before, and eſpecially at this 
time,thedanger of the true reformed Religion, ofthe Kings honour, 
and of the publick peace of the Kingdome, by the manifold innovati- 
ons and evills, generally conteined,and particularly mentioned in our 
late ſupplicarions, complaints,and proteſtations, Doe hereby profeſle, 
and before GOD, his Angels,and theworld, ſolemnely declare, that, 
with our whole hearts wee agree and reſglve all the dayes of our life 
con- 
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conſtantly toadhere unto,6&rodefend the foreſaid true religion, &(for. 
bearing che praftiſe of all novations, already introducedinthe matters 
of che worſhip of GOD, or approbarion of the corruptions of the pub. 
lick governement of the Kirk or civill places & power of Kukmen,ull 
theyve trycd & allowed in free aſſemblies,8: in Parliaments )to labour 
by all means lawful ro recoverthe puriric & libertyot the Goſpell,as ir 
was etabliſh:d &profeſled before the forelaiinovations. And becauſe 
after duz examination, wee plainely perceive,8 undoubtedlie believe, 
that the innovations and evils conteined in our Supplications , Com- 
plaints, & 2roteſtattons have no warrant ofrhe word of God, arc con- 
trarieto the articles ofthe foreſaidConfeſſions,tothe intention & mea» 
ning ofthe bleſſed reformers of Religion in this Land, to the above- 
wriit2n as of Parliament, doe ſenſibly tend to the re- eſtabliſhing of 
the Popiſh religion & tyranny , & to the ſubycrlion & ruine of the rue 
reformed Religion,& of our liberties, laws & cltates, Weealſo declare 
that the foreſaid confeſſions are to be interprered,& ought to beunder. 
ſtood of the foreſuid novations & evils no leſle than it cvcry one of the 
had been expreſſed in the foreſaid confeſhons, nd that weeare obliged 
to detcſt 8& abhorre them amongſt other par:cicular heads of Papiltrie 
abjuredtherein.

- ruineofthis Kingdome, and how neceſlar it 
is, for preventing thereof, that theſe who 
have beene the Authors,or are the maintai- 
ners and affiſters of theſe courſes that are

Parliament, protracted from time 
ro rime, unto the day of November, laſt bypaſt : At the 
which time, the Taid 70» Earle of Traquaire did take upon him 
without the conſent : of 'the Eftates, to prorogat the foreſaid 
Parliament, to tht ſecond day” of tunie inſtant, not only contra- 
ry to the Aticles of pacification, Buralſo to the prejudice of the 
Liberties of the. Parliamenr , for preſervation whereof, the aids 
Eſtates , were forced'to make a declaration: in Parliament againſt 
the Tame : And:thar albeit firice the ſaid - ,, day of November, 
unto this time, "The faids Eſtates haye uſed all poſſible meanes, to
